Several of the London morning pa- 
pers appeared today with full page ad- 
vertisements presenting petitions with 
request that supporters of the move- 
ment cut them out and send them to 
Chancellor of the Exchequer Lloyd 
George. The petition reads: 
"I am entirely in favor of the sus- 


pension of manufacture and sale of 
intoxicating liquors during the war, 
which I consider 
imperative 
for a 
quick and successful termination of 
the war. I shall heartily support the 
government in any such measure." 
Backed By Merchants. 
The petition is backed by merchants 
and business men and other employes 
of labor, who disclaim any save a war 
interest in the proposed measure. 


The sense of personal liberty is so 
strong in England that it may defeat 
total prohibition, but the sense of fair 
play fights on the side of the extreme 
measure, for the opinion is growin'g 
that if employes be deprived of their 
rights to drink, employers must take 
their.place in the same boat. It is 
believed that the cabinet is in favor 
of total prohibition, which under-the 
defense of the realm act it has the 
power to-enforce without any further 
legislation.

Dr. O. H. .Ellason, state veterinarian, 
as men who believed.the consolidation 
would be in the best interests of the 
people of the state. He said the bill 
provided for the appointment of three 
men, with special qualifications enum-

In his opinion filed yesterday in tho 
demurrBge cases ot the Chicago and 
Nortnwestern and 
Chicago, Milwau- 
kee and St. Paul roads against the 
Rock County Sugar company. Judge 
Grimm holds that, section 1737-lOm, 
relating to demurrage charges and 
requiring in effect that cars shall bo 
transported at the rate p> 75 miles 
per day, jp void. 
The facts In each 


of the cases, were stipulated, remov- 
ing the necessity of 
taking exhaus- 
tive testimony. 
Judffe Grimm's deci- 
sion carried with it a judgment for 
each of the plaintiffs. $324 for th» 
Northwestern and $290 
for the St. 
Paul company. 
Judge Grimm's conclusion of law In 
the cases was: 
"That under its contract with the 
growers the defendant was the'owner 
of the beets and could lawfully' con- 
trol the date of shipment, to itsfilf at 
.Tanesvllle, and that it is. not liable 
for demurrage on 
cars transported 
contrary to its orders to the extent of 
the amounts fixed by the stipulation. 
"Thar the slate law (Sec. ]797-l()ni) 
in effect requiring cars to he trans- 
ported at the rate of not less than "."> 
miles per day, is void, and no allow- 
ance can be made for failure to com- 
ply therewith."

The importance of testing the ger- 
mination of 'tobacco seed is. becom- 
ing 'naore. evident to growers every- 
where. Tobacco harvested from the 
field ordinarily, will vary from 60 to 
100 per cent in germinating strength.
